DMIRAL Sir Dudley Rawson Stratford-de Chalr, Britoin’s 
stnlor admiral ond probably the last survivor of the Egyptian 

War of 1882 who has died at hig home at Rottingdean, Sussex, 
would have been 94 on August 30. He served as a midshipman 
in the Britannia’ during the bombardment of Alexandria, He land- 
ed with the Naval Brigade and volunteered to deliver a message 
to n marine outpost. While going on horseback through the encaniy 
lines he was captured by Egyptlon cavalry. He was knocked o 
his horse and was ubout to be Irilled when an Egyptlan officer {n= 
tervened and ordered his removal to Calro, where he was interned 
{na palace, Queen Victoria: ordered prayers to be sald in all 
churches for his safety. After‘slx weeks of captivity, during w’ 
it was sald he was treated wlth great courtesy, he was released to 
rejoin his ship, Sir Dudley served as o naval attache in o 
ond then returned to command ao number of ships. Promoted ad- 
miral In 1920, he retired three years later to becomo for seven 
years Governor of New South Wales.

HK’S TRAFFIC VOLUME 
DOUBLES IN 6 YEARS 


BY A CHINA MAIL REPORTER 


During the last six years, the volume of traffic on the 
Colony’s roads has almost doubled, according to the 
Senior Superintendent, Traffic, Mr G. N. Rolph. 


In the financial year, 1952/53, 
there were 18,736 rv 
vehicles in the Colony, of which 
15,961, were motorised, and In 
the lost financiat year, there 
were 34,437 rejistered vehicles, 
and of these 32,778 were 
motorised, 


According to the latest traffic 
reports, this makes the density 
of vehicles fn Hongkong, 7] per 
mile, On Jonuury 3, there were 
463 miles of roads in the Colony, 
150 miles of these being In the 
New Tertitorics, 

Mr Morrison, the Senior 
Superintendant, Traffic, now on 
lenve, has sald that if the 
increase in vehicles continues 
at the same rate, he estimates 
that there will be 148,000 
vehicles, or four times the 
present ‘volume of draMlc will be 
using the Colony's roads, 

The tatest growth in the num- 
ber of vehicles was deseribed 
as "the greatest inerease on re- 
cord,” by Mr Morrison In his 
report. 

In a recent traffic survey car- 
| ted out in Singapore, the 
authorities reported there that 
the amount of traffle on the 
Colony’s main roads, had in- 
creased by 45. per cent in the 
just five years. oe 

Hongkong ‘on the other - hand 
shows a.much greater increase, 
but this fs split up into two creas, 
Hngkong and Kowloon, 

On the Island, acconiing to Mr 
Rolph, ctl the..vehitles seem to 
went to come into and Icave the 
centre of town at the same. time, 
and there Is only one way they 
can do this, through the Queen's 
Road botilencek, 

But In Kowloon this cHuation 
is not quite so acute, because 
there sre a number of alterna-- 
tive roules to get from one end 
of Kowloon fo the other, . 

At present there are few 
facts and figures regarding the 
movement of vehicles in and 
out of the busy areas of town, 
Mr Rolph sald, but later this 
yeor the’ report made by a 
United Kingdom traMc expert 
who came. to the Colony a few 
months ago, will be made public.
